tion of rhis Element, which at the firſt cover. 
ed theface of the Earth, and does as it were 1a- 
bour to recover its ancient Inheritance; Or fap- 
poſe the Moone to bethe cauſe of it,as moſt de- 
termine, (for this Planer hath a regencie, and 
dominion over moiſt bedics) yet it 18 a wonder 
ſtill It is as admirable that the Infizence of the 
Moone ſhould cauſe ſuch an elevation, and agita- 
tion of the waters, as if God had imprinted this 
Grie in the Element it ſelfe.
